Syria Cheers 
Nehru as 
Peacemaker 


DAMASCUS, Syria, June 14 B— 
India’s Prime Minister Nehru ar- 
rived in Damascus today and re- 
ceived a tremendous official and 
public welcome as a messenger of 
peace for the disturbed Middle 
East. 

His visit to Syria coincided with 
a joint announcement by the mon- 
archs of Jordan and Saudi Arabia 
pledging mutual support against 
outside pressures. The announce- 
ment tended to spotlight sharp 
differences between the Arab 
monarchs and the Egyptians and 
Syrians. 


GOING TO LONDON 

Syria's leftist, proEgyptien re- 
gime went all out in its reception 
of the Indian leader. Nehru, en 
route to London for a Cammon- 
wealth prime ministers’ confer- 
ence, is reported to be interested 
in mediating the current violent 
disputes among Middle East Arab 
nations 

Speaking at a ceremony at which 
he was made an honorary citizen 
of Damascus, Nehru called for ‘‘a 
better and wider adherence’ to the 
principles adopted by Asian and 
African nations at the Bandung 
conference in 1955. 
NONINTERFERENCE 

Declaring the era of foreign rule 
and imperialism had come to an 
end he said, ‘‘If the world takes 
up the principle of noninterference 
by any country in the affairs of 
another laid down hy the Bandung 
conference this will be a tremen- 
dous step toward peace.” 

Never before had Damascus 
seen so great a number of high 
officials, party leaders and,other 
notables crowded together at Mez- 
za Airport to greet a foreign visi- 
tor. 

As Nehru stepped from his spe- 
cial Indian air force plane into the 

lazing sunshine, a crowd of 10,- 
000 set up a loud cheer. 

Nehru, who intends to visit 
Egypt's President Nasser on his 
return from London, was saluted 
by Prime Minister Sabri Assali 
and the entire Cabinet. 


Crowds o: sullen Haitians loyal 
to the popular rignole demon- 
strated in the capital under the 
guns of the army, but there was 
no violence. A curfew was imposed 
at & p.m, 

Heavily armed troops swarmed 
the streets. They barred all exits 
to Port au Prince. All communica- 
tions were cut off with the five 
outside provinces. 

The military junta announced 
the state of siege—a form of mar- 
tial law—for all Haiti to cope with | 
“the menaces of certain politi- 
cians constituting an imminent 
peril for the internal security of 
the state.”’ | 

Troops were issued automatic 
pistols, rifles, sub-machine guns) 
and tear gas grenades. The junta 
ordered them to patrol all towns 
and cities ‘‘to maintain order and 
guarantee security.”’ 

Fignole, 43-year-old mathemat- 
ics professor who was the idol of’ 
thousands of Haiti's workers, 
headed the sixth government to 
rule this Caribbean nation of four 
million since last December. Fig- 
nole’s regime lasted just 19 days. 


PLANS ELECTION 


Brig. Gen. Antonio Kebreau, 48- 
hear-old army chief of staff, heads 
the new three-man junta. He said 
it would rule until general elec- 
tions are called. He set no date. 
It was in skirmishing for these 
elections—originally scheduled for 
Sunday—that Haiti's six months 
of political violence was born. 

The army—upon whose cooper- 
ation any regime must depend— 
said it ended Fignole’s rule be- 
cause he tried to destroy. the 
army s integrity by naming civil- 
lans to army positions. 

Fignole was arrested at his 
modest home in a workers’ district 
and whisked zway with his wife 
and three children. They were put 
aboard a coast guard vessel, be- 
lieved bound for either Panama 
or Colombia. 


CABINET UNDER ARREST 


Fignole's 10 Cabinet members 
and his three’ undersecretaries 
were believed under arrest. 

Heavily armed troops and po 
lice sent to key points had orders 
to start shooting at any sign of 
violence.

Can Save Time, Funds 


Appointment of a seven-man Joint 
Traffic Bond Committee to supervise the 
expenditure of 26 million dollars in city- 
county highway bonds is indeed a wise 
move. It should result not only in speed- 
ing up the project but in considerable 
savings of bond funds. : 

The action, announced by Mayor 
Hartsfield and Fulton County Commis- 
sioner Carlvle Fraser, promptly should 
be confirmed by the Fulton County Board 
of Commissioners and the Atlanta Board 
of Aldermen. We feel sure they will 
concur, 

The 26-million-dollar fund will fi- 
nance one of the largest public works 
programs in the city's historv. It is im- 
portant that all agencies cooperate to pre- 
vent unnecessary disagreements and de- 
lays and to see that some sort of priority 
system is established for beginning and 
completion of projects. 

Makeup of the committee will inspire 
confidence in its effectiveness. Headed by 
Robert H. White Jr., chairman of the 
Metropolitan Planning Commission. it 
includes three other prominent business- 
men and civic figures and three profes- 
sional engineers already familiar with 
city-county road problems. 

Many citizens feel each of the bond 
projects should have such 
vision as will be provided by the traffic 
group. The whole bond issue entails 
spending of more than 86 million dollars.

Automobile Inspection Law 
Reveals It’s Worth the Cost 


Discussing the Texas motor vehicle inspection program in the June 
isstie of the Texas Police Journal, the official charged with its respon- 
cihility notes results. Says George W. Busby, chief of the inspection 
division of the Texas Department of Public Safety: 


“When the act was passed in 
1951, we were killing 7.8 persons 
for every 100 million motor ve- 
hicle miles traveled in this state. 
The death rate in 1955 was re- 
duced to 6.4.” 

The division's statistics show 
that from 1951 to 1955, vehicles 
with defects as a causative fac- 
tor in fatal accidents declined 
from 13 per cent to 3 per cent, 
in nonfatal accidents from 12 
per cent to 4 per cent in rural 
areas. 

In spite of the obvious flaws 
in the inspection program, then, 
it is getting substantial. and re- 
muinerative results. 

There is a reason for that. It 
lies in the law-abiding character 
of a good 90 per cent of the pub- 
lic. As a practical matter, the 
inspection requirement is far 
from 100 per cent enforceable. 
But as a moral effect, the bulk 
of our people get their cars in- 
spected and the bulk of the in- 
specting agencies do their 


job 
well. Probably where defect is do 


veloped in most cases after in- 
spection. (For instance, in old 
cars, the collapse of the cup on 
the cylinder, resulting in no 
brakes, is usually unpredictable.) 
Every law we have that in- 
creases motorist caution and 
responsibility is valuable.

Many People Find

One afternoon recently while I was in another 
city for some sermons, a man came by my hotel 
and asked me to let him drive me over the city. I 


was delighted to accept his invitation for two reasons: One, I wanted 
to sce the points of interest in that city; two, I wanted to be with that 
man.

The second fact means that there 
will be no occasion for a crisis of 
uncertainty because of 
information concerning Fisenhow- 
er's health as occurred when Pres- 
ident Garfield's operation was kept 
secret and when President Wilson's 
condition was not truthfully re- 
ported. 

There are a number of factors 
which reduce the danger of 
vacuum in the functioning of the 
presidency should Eisenhower he 
sidelined for any period. Among 
the most impartant are these: 

1. Fortunately Eisenhower is not 
at all disposed to hoard his au- 
thority or to be fearful—as was 
Wilson—that he could not recover 
his powers if he had to direct that 
they be exercised by the vice pres-
